reverberations or echoes, but to {the 
length and the erratic course of the 
lightning spark, causing the sound 
waves to reach the ear as a continue 
ous sound of varying intensity.

Few transatlantic liners, cross-Chan,- 
nel boats, or trans-Kuropean expresses 
journey witnout representat.ves of the 
gang aboard. They have agents in all 
the big towns and ¢itics, who warn 
them of the movements of well-known 
people who are likely to be worth 
plundering. The thieves themselves 
are drawn from all nations, and are 
generally well-bred men and women, 
who are invariably well-dressed, and 
put up at the best hotels. Many of 
them are excellent linguists, and 
through being able to render friendly 
| services to travelers who do not know 
their way about are often able to 
tob their unsuspecting victims with
